men entombed in the Naomi mine of the 
United Coal Company of this city, located 
one and a halt miles back of Monongahela 
City, thirty-one miles from this place, is 
now said to be flfty. 
Hope that the 


men will be rescued alive is gradually 
dwindling away. 
This afternoon the 


large force of rescuers had only succeeded 
In reaching the nineteenth entry and no 
sign of the entombed men had been found. 


There are thirty-seven entries In all 


and the men were working far back in 
the mine when the explosion occurred 
last night. 
Tlie work of rescue is proceeding slowly 


and with much difficulty.

S. W. Allerton, one of the leading bankers of Chicago says the 


• lesson of the financial stringency which suddenly pinched business is 
that there is not enough money in the country to finance the volume 
of business. 


There is more money in the country by long odds than there was 


a vear a?o. There was no fin incial stringency then, and no com- 
plaint of a lack of circulating medium. Business was booming and 
expanding.

Fi< e vears ago there was still less money in the country—a 


smaller amount both in volume and per capita. Yet business condi- 
tions w ere never better nor money apparently more plentiful. 
Cash 


was everywhere seeking investment, vindicating'the argument made 
during the campaign of 1896 that it was not more money hut sounder 
money and more confidence that the country stood in need of. 


Banker Allerton is harking back to the arguments of the Green- 


backer and Silverites. He forgets recent financial history and ignores 
the fact,-patent to every observer, that lack of confidence and not lack 
of money is responsible for the existing trouble. A general with- 
drawal of credit has created a financial impasse from which business is 
painfu!l> extricating itself. Confidence is returning because the peo- 
ple are just beginning to realize the folly of their sadden panic and 
the mischief caused by dislocating business without reason. 


Mr. Allerton wants to restore confidence by increasing the vol- 


ume of credit money. He forgets that the 
people took 
fright 
at 


credit. Increasing demand liabilities will not increase financial safety 
nor restore the shaken sense of security.

lends 10 the banks without interest. It may be a good thing for the 
banks, but how the public is benefited is not apparent, while the 
government is undoubtedly a loser. On November 1 there was a cash 
balance in the treasury over and above all demand liabilities of $387,- 
227.01(M8. Deducting the $150,000,000 gold reserve the actual cash 
surplus was $237.227,019.18T For the government to borrow money 
with such a surplus (most of it already loaned out to banks) seems 
not only unwarranted but futile as an expedient for relieving the 
stress for money to expedite liquidation.

activity and prosperity is observed. Manufacturing plants in Ne\v 
England and the States of Ohio, Pennsylvania, Vermont and New 
York which shut down when the financial cycle struck Wall Street 
are reopening with the full complement of employes. The railroads 
are getting busy again, which is shown very conspicuously through 
the action of the Union Pacific, which has restored to service, under 
Karri-nan's instructions, six thousand of the eight thousand employes 
who were recently dismissed when it became suddenly necessary to 
retrench.

MANCHURIA POSTOFFICE. 


A special department of the Chinese 


Imperial posts has been created for 
Manchuria. From Mukden the chief 
postal commissioner will direct a for- 
eign staff and supervise the work of 
tho 
office^, whose number It Is ex- 


pected will ultimately be increased to 
about 150. located throughout the three 
eastern provinces. Some difficulty has 
been experienced thus far In establish- 
ing satisfactory communications be- 
tween the various portions of Man- 
churia on account of the lack of a 
thorough understanding between the 
authorities of the different railways op- 
erating therein. 
It has been neces- 


sary, moreover, to utilize the Japanese 
postal machinery In the transmission 
of Chinese mail matter, which has re- 
sulted In frequent misunderstandings. 
While no arrangement has as yet been 
effected to insure the delivery by the 
Chinese postoffice in Southern Man- 
churia of mail borne to J3ast Asia by 
the Trans-Siberian railway, it Is now 
possible, thanks to a special ruling by 
the chief postal commissioner, to for~- 
ward through the Chinese post to its 
Harbin office letters addressed to Eu- 
rope or America.

The report tells of Secretary Motcalt's

the station. 
The channel can be main- 


tained at any desired depth, but addi- 
tional mooring and berth space Is needed. 


In this connection ho holds it necessary 


that the Napa river bb diverted from it-a 
present channel and made to enter San 
Pablo bay, thus preventing silting.

The secretary praises the Bremerton 


yard's location, but suggests additional 
appropriations for machinery and build- 
ings.

BIGGER SHIPS. 


The report deals at length with the 


heavy additions to world naval strength 
and notes the tendency to cease construc- 
tion of armored cruleers and build only 
the heaviest battleships and unarmoreti 
but speciaJly swift scout cruisers. 


In this connection and refeirlng to ad- 


ditions to the United States navy, the 
report says: 


"It Is true that our navy at the pres- 


ent time Is the second in efficiency. 
Our 


position, however, IB largelv due to tho 
fact that during the past fiscal yeai our 
sea strength and fighting efficiency have 
been increased by the completion and de- 
livery of a number of new battleships 
and crusleis of the largest and most ap- 


j proved type, but we will not maintain this 


position very long unless Congress shall 
authorize the building of additional ships.

It Is pretty generally conceded that tho 
most effective battleship is the all-big- 
gun ship of the Delaware type. As com-
